3:30  left  on  the  clock,  some  CSU  fans  sought  to  escape  the  cold  and  the  postgamc  traffic  on 
Nov.  19.  However,  the  Buccaneer  faithful  who  stayed  for  the  long  haul  bore  \\  itness  to  one  of  the  most 
miraculous  events  in  school  history. 


When  hope  fluttered  away  like  some  rogue  butterfly  and  dreams  seemed  more  and  more  like  a  distant 

memory  with  each  passing  second,  the  Bucs  looked  up  to  the  heavens  for  a  miracle.  What  they  got  was  a 

brilliant  combination  of  skill,  heart,  and  the  hand  of  Goa^Kjj 

Coastal  Carolina's  bid  to  run  out  the  clock  flopped  when  the  ball  was  forced  out  of  bounds  at  their  own  4- 

yard  line.  With  the  clock  stopped  at  1 .5  seconds,  CSU  took  their  final  timeout  to  plan  one  last  play  to  force 
overtime.  As  the  ticker  read  :  1 .5  ,  quarterback  Collin  Drafts  rolled  out  of  the  pocket  and  threw  a  beautiful 

pass  to  freshman  receiver  Markus  Murry,  who  leaped  up  to  make  the  grab.  As  Murry  came  down,  the 
eferee's  hands  went  up,  and  the  crowd  erupted. 

The  ensuing  extra  point  sailed  through  the  uprights  as  the  stage  was  set  for  a  dramatic  overtime  battle.  The 
~st  overtime  ended  with  an  exchange  of  field  goals.  The  second  was  much  more  climactic.  Running  back 
ndre  Copeland  punched  in  a  2-yard  run  to  put  the  Bucs  up  by  6,  followed  by  kicker  Nick  Ellis'  extra  point 
hich  raised  the  lead  to  7. 

ith  no  choice  but  to  go  for  the  touchdown,  the  Chanticleers  rattled  off  3  unsuccessful  plays,  gaining  only 
'ards.  Time  seemed  to  stand  still  as  the  final  desperate  pass  spiraled  through  the  air.  It  was  an  incomplete 

The  ball  had  barely  touched  the  grass  before  the  field  was  swarming  with  students,  faculty,  and  fans,  all 
>uting  at  the  tops  of  their  lungs. 


Players  knelt  down  to  pray;  students  climbed  up  the  goalpost,  and  opposing  fans  were  silenced.  The  voice 
of  the  PA  system  could  be  heard  in  its  monotone  drab,  "Please  do  not  tear  down  the  goalpost.  It  shows  a  lack 
of  self-control.  They  are  very  expensive."  But  no  one  cared.  The  CSU  Buccaneers  had  gained  something 
much  more  valuable  than  any  goalpost.

In  August  of  2005,  New  Orleans  and  the 
surrounding  areas  were  hit  by  the  most 
destructive  and  costly  natural  disaster  in 
the  history  of  the  United  States:  Hurricane 
Katrina  ripped  across  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and 
left  New  Orleans  flooded,  more  than  a  thousand 
people  dead,  and  more 
than  a  million  people 
without  homes.  The 
aftermath  left  a  historical 
city  devastated,  and 
left  millions  of  lives  in 
shambles.  For  weeks  on 
end,  the  media  told  its 
own  story,  that  of  finger- 
pointing.  After  the  storm 
itself  passed,  the  minds 
of  all  Americans  were 
filled  not  with  thoughts 
of  placing  blame,  but 
with  the  images  of 
devastation  shown  on 
TV:  the  bodies  of  those 
who  died  in  New  Orleans 
passing  along  flooded 
streets  in  one  of  the 
nation's  most  beloved 
cities. 

In  the  weeks 
following  the  tragedy,  a 
sense  of  helplessness  and 
questioning  set  in:  how 
could  something  like  this 
happen?  What  could  be 
done  to  help?  For  the  first  time  in  years,  the 
country  as  a  whole  seemed  to  be  lost:  argument 
erupted  where  unity  should  have  prevailed, 
anger  took  the  place  of  compassion,  and  selfish 
motivations  took  the  place  of  what  should 
have  been  a  pure  desire  to  help  those  affected 
by  the  tragedy.  Those  left  unharmed  by  the 
disaster  felt  relief  at  their  fortune,  and  in  turn 
found  guilt  as  an  immediate  reaction  to  grief: 
no  matter  how  selfish,  everyone  left  untouched 
by  Katrina  was  grateful.  Americans  were  left 
feeling  powerless  and  in  a  state  of  shock  as 


man  power 


they  watched  helplessly  as  the  horrific  tales  of 
Katrina's  wrath  continued  to  pour  in. 

In  spite  of  the  harsh  reality  of  the 
situation  and  the  pain  of  facing  the  truth 
of  what  happened,  many  saw  through  the 
negativity  of  the  situation  and  understood 
one  clear  message: 
petty  differences 
aside,  the  people  of 
New  Orleans  and  the 
surrounding  areas 
needed  help.  In  spite 
of  their  own  feelings 
of  powerlessness  in 
the  face  of  a  disaster, 
Americans  united 
under  a  single  banner 
to  provide  aid  to  those 
who  needed  it  most. 
CSU  students  were 
no  exception,  rising 
to  the  occasion  with 
incredible  dedication, 
donating  their  time, 
money,  and  energy 
to  providing  relief 
to  those  whose  lives 
were  destroyed  by 
Hurricane  Katrina. 
Students  recognized 
others  needed  help. 
CSU's  Wednesday 
night  worship  service, 
elevate,  also  got 
into  the  spirit  of  giving,  and  collected  S500 
in  a  single  evening  to  lend  further  support  to 
hurricane  victims.  Students  put  aside  their 
own  difficulties  and  came  together  to  help 
the  victims  of  this  national  tragedy,  either 
through  direct  service  or  through  their  thoughts 
and  prayers.  In  spite  of  the  horrific  results  of 
Hurricane  Katrina,  the  tragedy  showcased  a 
signature  of  the  American  spirit:  in  spite  of 
differences  and  disagreements,  the  nation's 
people  unite  and  come  to  the  aid  of  those  in 
need  in  their  time  of  desperation.

This  year,  the  men's  team  consisted  of  five 
runners,  senior  Rhett  Meier,  juniors  Allen  Batiste  and  Jonathan 
Horton,  and  sophomores  Jose  Aleman  and  Nicholas  Small.

Track 


It's  4  a.m..  and  the  normal  college 
student  is  sleeping. .  .or  coming  back  from 
the  night  before.  For  the  track  team,  it's  the 
start  of  another  two  to  three  grueling  days  of 
running,  traveling,  bonding,  and  putting  their 
guts,  hearts,  and  abilities  on  the  line  for  the 
prestige  of  saying  "I'm  the  best;  I'm  the  one 
you  want  to  beat." 

The  team  rides  to  a  meet  on  one  bus, 
men  and  women  together,  having  no  choice 
but  to  sit  two  to  a  seat,  sometimes  as  long  as 
eight  or  nine  hours.  They  arrive  at  the  meet, 
and  go  from  being  cramped  together  to  having 
to  perform  in  just  a  short  time,  sometimes  less 
then  30  minutes  after  arrival. 

Many  athletes  ride  up  to  perform  in 
a  race  that  is  shorter  than  10  seconds.  Once 
the  athlete  warms  up,  competes,  and  cools 
down,  it  comes  out  to  around  an  hour  of 


activity,  if  they  do  everything  properly.  They 
spend  two  days  at  the  meet  for  less  than  an 
hour  of  activity.  It's  hard  to  imagine  what 
kind  of  dedication  it  takes  to  sit  there  and 
watch  a  full  meet.  It's  what  makes  the  team 
though.  When  someone's  not  competing,  on 
top  of  trying  to  stay  above  the  schoolwork 
they're  trying  to  make  up,  they're  out  there 
cheering  for  their  teammates,  taking  marks 
for  jumps,  or  retrieving  shot-puts,  discuses, 
and  javelins. 

Being  part  of  the  team  is  more  than 
just  competing  against  people.  Although  it's 
an  individual  sport,  in  the  end,  it's  the  team's 
points  that  win  the  meet.
